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z N the 107h of Od#ober our Cannon for Battery arrived in the 
2 Camp before K;z/ale, they having been retarded ſome time 
7 by ſix days continued Rains, which very much incommoded 
the Beſiegers, whereby they were only contented to remain in 
their Trenches, without making any conſiderable Progreſs. On the 1 2h 
2 Battery was railed and planted, of 12 Demy-cannon, which played all 
che ſucceeding Night, both upon the Counterſcarp and Fort, and the 
next Morning the Earl of Maliborough commanded an Attaque to be made 
en two ſeveral Places of the Counterſcarp, and after an Hours Afault we 
entred the ſame, patting all we found to the Sword, which were about 
40; our Men forthwith made a Lodgment thereon, notwithſtanding the 
' Encmy fallied out to impede us, but they were driven back with great 
Loſs, On the 13:h and 14th we continued to enlarge the Breach .in the 
New Fort and widen our Trenches, diſpoſing all things for a General 
Aſſault, and thoſe within made a Shew as if they would abide the Storm, 
the Governour Sir Edward Scot, late Deputy Governqur of Portſmouth, 
returning Anſwer to the Earl of Malborough's ſecond Summons, That he 
was reſolved to'abide the laſt Extremy : But on Weadxe/day the 15h, in 
the Afternoon, juſt as our Men were beginning the Storm, in the midſt 
of the ſhooting, a Drum beat a Parlee; which Colonel F:irz-Parrick, 
who commanded in chief the Attaque, obſerving, diſcontinued firing, 
and {ent to know the Demands: Who anſwered, That the Governour de- 
ſired that a Colonel and Lientenaat Colonel ſhould be ſent into the Fort, 
and he would ſend two of the like Quality into the Camp, by way of 
Hoſtage, in order to treat of ſomething relating to the Fort : which be- 
inz accordingly done, it was that Evening capitulated and agreed to, 
and ſigned by the Earl of Malborowgh ; Contidering the Advance of the 
Seaſon, and the very wet Weather, That the Garriſon, being three bro- 
ken Regiments, ſhould march out with Bag and Baggage, and the uſual 
 Enfigns of Honour, to have ſeveral Dayes Proviſion, and to be conduted 
half way to Limerick ; and that the Morrow, being Thurſday, two Re- 
giments of our Men ſhould take poſſeſyon of the Gates : And a particular 
Article was made in favour of the Governour, That he ſhould have the 
Liberty of three Months to go out of the Kingdom. On Thurſday, ac- 
cordingly, our Men took Poſſeſſion, when the aforeſaid Colonel Firz-Pa- 
trick was ſent Expreſs, by the Earl of Ma/borough, to give his Majeſty 
An account; and he arrived here the cloſe of the laſt Week, and ſays, 
- That on Frydy the Iriſh were to march out, being not above 1000 Men : 
And that Colonel Churchil his Lordſhip's Brother is made Governour 
thereot. 
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
